THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 

Democratic Nominee Easily Obtained Necessary Majority 
in the Electoral College— Southern States went Solid 
for Wilson— Roosevelt Carried Illinois and Vermout 
— Taft Won in New Hampshire

Woodrow Wilson will be the next 
President of the United States. This 
result was assured at twelve o'clock 
when the Daily went to Press. Indi- 
cations at that hour show that Roo- 
sevelt will defeat Taft for second 
place on the list. 

It became apparent early yesterday 
evening, aa the returns began to 
come in, that the Democratic nom- 
inee would in all probability hold a 
commanding lead over the other can- 
didates. At 8,30 the returns showed 
that in New York State, Wilson was 
leading Taft by 20,000 with RojBc- 
velt a good third. 

Roosevelt carried Chicago. Wilfoi 
carried Maryland by al out 40,000— 
Georgia and Mississippi by a large 
majority, Virginia by about 40,000. 

At nine o'clock Wilson's vote in 
New York City was a little larger 
than that of Roosevelt and Taft com- 
bined. 

Tbe vote in New York State indi- 
cated that WilBon's plurality soiild 
be in the neighborhood of two hund- 
red thousand. At trn o'clock th? re- 
turns in Montreal Bhowed that Wil- 
son's election was assured. Tbe vote 
in the electoral College then stood: 

Wilson— 2G7. 

Roosevelt— 29 

Taft— 9 

The supporters of Taft only claim- 
ed New Hampshire at that hour.

To-morrow afternoon, in the Union, Mr. Henri Bour- 
assa, the fanions Nationalist leader, will speak to stu- 
dents of this University at a meeting of the McGill Can- 
adiau Club. Mr. Bourassa will present the Nationalist 
Viewpoint on the question of a Canadian Navy aud every 
student who can possibly atteut this meeting should do 
so. Mr. Bourassa is one of the most eloquent of Canadi- 
an orators and the prominent part he plays in Canadian 
politics will render his remarks of paramount interest. 

At the approaching session of parliament in Ottawa, 
Mr. Bourassa will present his Naval policy to the House 
of Commons. This will be the big issue of the coming 
session and, since Premier Borden's recent visit to the 
Old Country to consult with the British Cabinet on this 
question, speculation has been ripe in regard to the na- 
ture of the bill which he will bring forward. It was the 
naval question which was responsible for Mr. Monk's re- 
tirement from the Cabinet. It was largely the naval 
question on which the Nationalist's fought the election 
of last September and to-morrow we will have an op- 
portunity of hearing the foremost apostle of the Nation- 
alist propoganda. 

Here, in the University, all too little interest is dis- 
played in questions of national importance. We are not 
as familiar as we should be with 'the different phases of 
the many problems which confront the Canadian people. 
It is one of the aims of the Canadian Club to keep stu- 
dents of McGill in touch with what is going on in the 
political arena and certainly no better choice could have 
been made for the first speaker of the year than Mr. 
Bourassa. 

From now on it is to be hoped that the Canadian 
Club will not let pass the numerous opportunities to 
hold meetings of the greatest benefit to all. It should 
be a simple matter to secure speakers here in Montreal 
as not only are many prominent men resident here, but 
visitors from all over the world are constantly passing 
through. There seems to have been no reason at all why 
arrangements could not have been made to have Keir 
Hardie speak to the Club on the occasion of his recent 
visit to Montreal. Varsity students listened with inter- 
est to the famous British Labour leader. 

Every undergraduate is now a member of the McGill 
Canadian Club. The executive have a position of respon- 
sibility to fill and we hope that they will take every 
trouble to make this organization of the greatest pos- 
sible benefit to its members. There is every reason to 
believe that a large audience will attend the first meet- 
ing of the Club, and that a good start will be made. 
We hope they will succeed in keeping up the good work.

The Kdltor McGill Daily. 
Dear Sir:— 

When in the columns of 
the Daily I mude enquiries as to the 
primary alms and objects of the Stu- 
dents' Supply and criticised the com- 
mercial aspect of the undertaking, I 
had no idea that I was opening up 
the road for any theological discus- 
sions such as those involved in the 
merits or demerits of what your cor- 
respondent calls "doctrinal argumen- 
tations and parsons' dissertations." 

Although it is undesirable in jour- 
nalistic correspondence to allow such 
irrelevant remarks as those made by 
Mr. Harrison to prop up, or even to 
take them seriously, nevertheless, I 
feel that the bait he has offered in 
piving vent to his own cynicism is 
too tempting for me to pass by with- 
out retort. The weakness of his ar- 
gument is so obvious that th'rc is 
no need for me to deal with it at 
length except insofar as it strong- 
ly supports my "absurd ideas" of the 
deteriorating intluences of a spirit cf 
commercialism in the University. 

Mr. Harrison, if his letter really 
eiprcsscd his views which I trust f >r 
hi6 own sake they did nut, unfortun- 
ately possesses that jaundiced eye 
which can sec nothing but a com- 
mercial spirit running th'ough all 
phases of life which count for any- 
thing. He even spea^B as though the 
Church itself was entirely dependent 
upon commercial success for the at- 
tainment of the high Christian idealH 
it exists to propoxate. He makes 
the astonishing inference th it the 
only practical means of running a 
church successfully arc along com- 
mercial lints as though cuiiimerciil 
Fuccess in its undertakings was the 
summum bonum of its existence and 
the sole means through which men's 
lives can be made better i n 1 happi- 
er. The futility of such a statement 
lies in the fact which every evenly 
balanced mind will admit namely, 
that the fruits of commerce in what 
we call wealth do not necessarily re- 
sult in happiness, since very often 
the rich arc no happier thin the 



conscience, or heighten one iota 
moral and spiritual aspirations 
men. 

It is the mortifying inlluenc.s 
commercialism that the church 
had to content with right through 
her history and this spirit of com- 
merce has become 10 strong from 
time to time as almost to thre iten 
the very existence of the ( hurch's 
spiritual life. Even to-day one of 
the most serious pro lema of the 
Church is concerned with the many 
questionable means thit are employ- 
ed for raising funds to cirry on her 
work which are not consistent with 
her ideals of self sacrifice.

which has been called In question. 
Without the Idealizing influences that 
have been propogated by preaching, 
men's unscrupulous and relentless 
greed for gold would have gone on 
unchecked by the modifying and hu- 
manizing power of philosophical an.l 
religious ideals and there would be 
many more repetitions of the Pute 
mnyan utrocitWs which hive so 
shocked the world of late and are 
hut the result of unbridled commerce. 
Commerce in its pure form without 
the modifying influences involved ii 
the higher ideals of life is the cruel- 
lest of tyrants. One might well say 
the same of ''commerce" as has been 
said of "liberty." O commerce, what 
crimes have been comtnitteed in thy 
name. Following up this discussion 
in connection with the commercial as- 
pect of the Students' Supply, the 
aims and objects of whkh Mr. Mur- 
ray so clearly made plain to me, I 
feel that I am now In a position to

one | Although commerce is a necessary 
means to an end, and Fhould he en- 
couraged in its highest form, never- 
theless I look upon it as a n.itur a l 
lust more or less pronounced in every 
one which needs no gratifying but 
rather modifying. I do not for a mo- 
ment minimize the unportunce that 
commerce has always played in his 
tory, but the greatest men engaged 
I in it owe their greatness to the fact 
0 ; I that their ends were something more 
h :l8 jthan merely commercial. Whin I 
say that we have no room for such 
commercial enterprises in our Un- 
iversity activities I mean that it's 
commercializing influences for reasons 
already mentioned are detrimental to 
the higher ideuls which are involved 
in the Arts and Sciences with which 
our University is prima' ily concern- 
ed. I consider that as a University 
we are ouly concerned with commerce 
from a theoretical, an artistic, a 
scientific or philosophical point of 
view so that we muy learn to im- 
prove its methods and discriminate 
between moral and immoral business. 
The place for tt practical commercial 
training is the technical school or 
the bttsineBB college and 1 ot thi Un- 
iversity. 

With regard to the financial obli- 
gations of the Students' Council I 
consider thit t#is responsibility 
thjiild rest entirely upi n the I'niver- 
tfity authorities. Financial troubles 
come to the average man cf the 
world soon enough without his being 
called upon in his student days to 
take upon himself the" wo ;ry , f rais- 
ing money outside of his fees for car- 
rying on the Btudent activities wl Hi 
are essential to the life of the Un- 
iversity. In taking this view of 
commerce I do not wiah to be misun- 
derstood as I here deal with it Bole- 
ly in connection with University ac- 
tivity. I fully appreciate the deep 
debt of gratitude we owe to men of 
commerce, and th; necessity of hav- 
ing men of high ideals tngagei in it. 
It must not be forgotten that many 
of the greatest achievements in the 
realm of painting have been the re- 
sult of the generous patronage of 
the merchant princes of Venice.

In a first-class tailor shop, where skilled labour is employed, the 
cost of making and trimming a suit ranges from $14 to $18. Some 
coatmakcrs are paid as high as $\i for making a coat. In these 
shops a Scmi-rcady suit at #30, or one of the same quality of cloth 
and workmanship, will cost £45 to £50.
